DAYCAMP ----
oONCE THE SITE OF A CORN GRINDING MILL AND ICE POND, LINCOLN ATTORNEY AND 
FUTURE MAYOR, A.J. SAWYER PURCHASED THE PROPERTY NEAR 1ST AND VAN 

DORN STREEN AND ESTABLISHED LINCOLN PARK IN 1887.  IN 1906 BURLINGTON 

RAILROAD PURCHASED THE SITE TO OPERATE THE PARK AS WELL AS PUMP 

WATER TO ITS STEAM ENGINE ROUNDHOUSE.  LINCOLN TRACTION COMPANY 

PURCHASED LINCOLN PARK IN 1916 AND RECONFIGURED THE DAM ALLOWING THE 

INSTALLATION OF DYNAMO GENERATOR. THIS GENERATOR ALLOWED THE PARK TO 

BE LIT WITH INCANDESCENT AND ARC LIGHTING AND IT BECAME KNOWN AS ELECTRIC 

PARK. STREET CARS WERE PROVIDED TO BOTH ELECTRIC PARK AND EPWORTH 

PARK AND THOUSANDS OF VISITORS ENJOYED THE AREA.

IN 1935, HEAVY RAINS LED TO FLOODING OF THE PARK AND DAMAGE OF MANY OF 

THE STRUCTURES. COMPETITION FROM POPULAR CAPITAL BEACH AMUSEMENT PARK 

COMBINED WITH ECONOMIC CHALLENGES OF THE GREAT DEPRESSIION LED TO 

BURLINGTON ABANDONING THE WELLS IN 1935. WHEN LINCOLN TRACTION COMPANY 

CLOSED ELECTRIC PARK, BURLINGTON LEASED THE LAND TO THE CORNHUSKER 

COUNCIL OF BOY SCOUTS TO BECOME ITS NEW PERMANENT CAMPGROUND.  THE 

COUNCIL AND VOLUNTEERS IMPROVED THE PROPERTY WITH A SWIMMING POOL, 

LONGHOUSE AND DINING HALL AND CALLED IN MINIS-KUYA. THE COUNHUSKER COUNCIL 

EVENTUALLY MOVED THE PERMANENT CAMP SOUTH OF HUMBOLDT AND IN 1970 SOLD 

THE PROPERTY TO LANCASTER COUNTY TO BECOME PART OF WILDERNESS PARK.
